BOSTON REJECTS PORTRAIT. 

The Municipal Art Commission has re- 
fused to permit the portrait of Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, painted by her son-in-law, 
John W. Elliott, to be placed in Faneuil 
Hall. Secretary J. Templeton Coolidge 
states that the Commission considers that 
a bust in the Public Library would be a 
more suitable memorial for Mrs. Howe. 
Now comes the deluge! Boston society 
will probably be more agitated over this 
question, than is that of Philadelphia over 
the Hilprecht Babylonian tablet matter. 



PORCELAINS FOR MUSEUM. 

Mr. W. A. 'Putnam, a member of the 
board of trustees of the Brooklyn 
Museum has presented to that Institu- 
tion a collection of rare Copenhagen 
porcelains, said to rival those of the King 
of Denmark, and the Queen of England. 
There are 94 pieces, which will be ex- 
hibited in the Eastern Gallery. They 
were selected by the director of the Cop- 
enhagen works without limit as to 
cost..^-. This collection . is claimed to be 
the first exhibit of Copenhagen faience 
in any museum in this country. .,. There 
are 19 specimens intended chiefly for 
decorative use. Another type, intended 
both for decorative and useful purposes 
consists of vases, trays and bird platters 
of white or pearl color.

ACADEMY MOVES IN ROME. 

A correspondent writes from Rome 
that the American Academy will move to 
a permanent location in the near future. 
Clara Jessup Heyland, daughter of Au- 
gustus Du Pont Jessup, of Philadelphia, 
who died last year, left a will giving to 
the Academy her Villa^ situated on top 
of the Janiculam. There were certain 
clauses in the will( which some of the 
heirs threatened to dispute, but the mat- 
ter has been adjusted, and the trustees of 
the Academy now feel justified in ac- 
cepting the gift. 

'Negotiations are under way to sell the 
Villa Mirafiore, the present house of 
the Academy. It cost $120,000, and the 
price now asked is $200,000. 



MORGAN GETS ENAMELS. 

A cable despatch from Paris to the 
N. Y. Sun states that M. Jacques Selig- 
man has bought for $200,000, the famous 
Swenigorodski collection of ninth century 
Byzantine enamels on gold, and that M. 
Emil Rey, of Seligman and Co., states 
that the collection has been secured for 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, and will be 
placed in his Prince's Gate house in Lon- 
don?

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THIRD CORCORAN EXHIBIT. 

(Second Notice.) 

In our first notice of the third bien- 
nial exhibition of American oils, now on 
at the Corcoran Gallery in Washington, 
published December 17, and which was 
necessarily hastily written, it was 
stated, inadvertently, that, only Childe 
Hassam, of "The Ten," was among 
the prize winners. The first prize, as 
was stated, was won by Edmund C. 
Tarbell, a leading member of "The 
Ten/' and apology is due Mr. Tarbell 
and "The Ten" for the slip. 

Pictures That Allure. 

] Let us take a second stroll through 
the Galleries this morning. We men- 
tioned^ fortnight ago those works 
which most impressed us on first view. 
Today we will note others which on 
further study call too loudly to have 
their .claims to notice ignored. In Gal- 
lery A is Frank W. Benson's "Family 
Group/' a typical outdoors with fig- 
ures, well composed and full of that 
sunlight and air which Benson so ably 
translates. Sargent's "Portrait of a 
Girl" is of course virile (can this man 
paint a really inferior canvas?) — but 
does riot compare with his Healy por- 
trait already praised. An earlier Sar- 
gent,, "Gardens at Versailles/' is inter- 
esting as showing how his art later 
developed. 

There is a sense of majesty in Henry 
B.- Snell's impressive "In the "Himal- 
ayas," but the artist doesn't reveal the 
majestic snow-clad heights of the In 
dian mountains. — only the foothills. 
Richard E. Miller's "The Chinese 
Dress" has clever painting of stuffs and 
fine reds. Augustus Koopman has a 
dramatic touch, fine action and rich 
color in "Pushing off the Boats/' A 
good Duveneck portrait, a three-figure 
Biblical group, by H. O. Tanner— we 
are growing a trifle weary of these, 
well painted as they are— a good, land- 
scape, by L. H. Meakin, H. R. Poqre's 
strong- coast scene, "The Shore/' fro>n 
the St'. Louis Museum, a typical rich- 
colored E. I. Couse, "The Sacred 
Birds," full of action and a valuable 
ethnological study and a serious fancy 
portrait, good in expression, "The Blue 
• Veil," by W. W. Churchill, complete the 
list of most attractive works in this Gal- 
lery. 

Galleries B, C and D. 

As we enter Gallery B we find an- 
other and a good Benson, "Girl Playing 
Solitaire," from the Worcester Mu- 
seum—a • superior figure work, solidly 
painted and true in expression. Here 
is. an Albert Groll — a typical Arizona 
desert /scene — with all his sweep of air, 
his lofty fleecy clouds and strong clear 
light. Wilton Lockwood, who is turn- 
ing out flower pieces now, shows some 
capitally painted "Peonies." The Ben 
Foster "Evening Mists" has been taken 
by the Corcoran in exchange for an 
earlier and not so strong a canvas, pur- 
chased some time ago. The Gallery 
can be proud of this fine example of 
this poetic able painter. William Pax- 
ioirs "Girl Combing Her Hair" is good 
but not up to his "String of Pearls." 
He . has the sense of picturesque ar- 
rangement, but is still behind Melchers, 
Tarbell or Benson. 

"Noank, Conn.," by Guy Wiggins, in 
composition and strong true color is 
an achievement especially for so young 
a painter. Childe Hassam's "New 
Haven Green" is indeed a joyous work, 
delicious in color and feeling. W. L. 
Lathrop's "Twilight" and J. Alden 
Weir's "Hunter's Moon" are among 
the first and finest landscapes shown — . 
simple, true and tender in feeling. 

In Gallery C pause must be made be- 



fore . Mary Cassatt's characteristic 
mother and child "Reading." Strange 
that an unmarried woman should have 
such understanding of and sympathy 
with children! And yet Charles and 
Mary Lamb and Whittier, unmarried, 
wrote the best poems extant on child- 
hood, and Wilhelm Funk, also a bache- 
lor, paints children better than grown- 
ups. 

Near the Cassatt hangs Charles War- 
ren Eaton's "Winter Woods," a true 
and strong landscape, and near it again 
a still life by that past modern master 
of still life, William M. Chase. I care 
less for Abbott H. Thayer's "Portrait 
of a Young Woman" than for any work 
he has yet produced. The expression is 
too fixed, and the arrangement of drap- 
ery awkward. Trier's hand is losing, 
I fear, its cunning of late years. 

In the "White City" F. Usher De 
Voll shows a well thought out and at- 
tractive canvas, while William Sar- 
tain'-s "Along the Loing" is colorful 
and poetic as always. I could wish 
Wilhelm Funk had sent another por- 
trait than his old one of Mrs. Qualey — 
which, while rich in color quality, is 
not representative of his improved 
art of today. Two good landscapes 
in this Gallery are by Paul King and 
Hobart Nichols — unpretentious but 
well and solidly painted. I like . also 
George H. Bogert's colorful dramatic 
marine "Moonlight and Surf." J. J. 
Shannon's "Portrait of a Painter" is a 
far better work than bis full length in 
another gallery. Horatio Walker's 
"Man Felling a Tree," a poem of labor, 
and Tryon's "Night — September" are 
familiar from previous showing in the 
Montross Gallery, New York, but are 
good' to see again. 

Other Good Pictures. 

There is something of a let down in 
the average in Gallery D; but one can- 
not expect v to find so high an average 
; as those of the first three "Galleries, and 
; there are several works of note here. 
George De Forest Brush's "Portrait of 
a Lady" was listed among the "star" 
pictures in our first notice. It improves, 
if possible, with study, and has some- 
thing of the old master quality in flesh 
tones and modeling. Bolton Coit 
Brown's "November Snow Squall" has 
delicate color and soft tonal quality. 
This able tonal and poetic painter is, 
"after many days," coming into his 
own. Cecilia Beaux's full length stand- 
ing portrait of Dr. Howell is academic, 
as befits the subject, but slightly per- 
functory. It lacks Miss Beaux's usual 
inspiration. 

Hermann Dudley Murphy shows one 
of his always alluring -iridiscent color 
harmonies in the "Opal Sunset," and 
Jules Guerin, in "Sunday Morning — 
Tuscany," is to the fore—a clever piece 
of color and composition. There is 
good work in Helen Watson Phelps' 
"Back Comb," and of course Joseph De 
Camp's "Fur Jacket" is cleveriy painted 
both in details and in general. This 
artist can draw the figure, and to study 
of his work we commend the art stu- 
dent. Of Sergeant Kendall's good but 
uninspired nude "Cicada" we have 
spoken. Chase's "Old Friends," sug- 
gesting close and long study of Velas- 
quez is an old friend indeed. Charles 
Morris Young, with a study of maple 
trees, Thomas W. Dewing with a soft 
delicate colored study of an angular 
female (why are Dewin's models with- 
out curves?) — and Mary Foote's strong 
fine portrait of Frederick MacMonies 
complete the works that call for men- 
tion in Gallery D, and also this second 
notice. 

Galleries E, F,'G, H and the Atrium 
must .be left for another week.

WINTER ACADEMY DISPLAY. 

(Final Notice.) 

Before proceeding to a brief notice of 
the pictures in the so-called Academy 
Room at the Winter Academy Display, 
mention must be made of three canvases 
overlooked in last weeks notice in the 
Centre Gallery. George Bellows' "Polo" 
is one of the most virile dramatic por- 
trayals of an out door game imaginable, 
the artist has thrown himself into the 
scene, . and the action and force of his 
canvas are remarkable. Glenn Newell's 
"Mists of Morning" is an unusually good 
work, typical landscape with cattle with 
fine light effect. F. -de Haven's "Old 
Maple" is notable for its drawing and 
color. R. M. Shurtleff's "Maple Grove" 
sustains his reputation well, and William 
RitschelV "Night" Shadows-Grand Can- 
on" is boldly and strongly painted, fine 
in color and dramatic in effect. 
The Academy Room. 

The objections of artists to the hang- 
ing of their pictures in the so-called Aca^ 
demy Room or "Morgue", where they 
can only be seen by artificial light, can be 
understood. Unfortunately the exigencies 
oi space have this year relegated too 
many good works to this location. 
Among these are J. Campbell Phillips' 
"Greatest Possession", a well composed 
and painted "Mother and Child" rich and 
luscious in color and typically refined in 
sentiment. Robert. Akin's strong self por- 
trait; Victor D. Hecht's feeling, well 
drawn and expressive child's portrait; 
Fred. Dana Marsh's full length standing 
presentment of Mrs. Marsh, with delight- 
-ful reds in the gown ; R. V. Sewelfs.dec- 
orative oval "The Sirens'" Paul King's 
lovely fine colored landscape "Solitude"-, 
and Gustave Wiegand's "Silver Beeches" 
full' of light and air. There are also 
Luis Mora's clear aired dashing, iti ac- 
tion, figure work "Cruise- of the Ellida", 
instinct with life; C. P: Gruppe's "In- 
dian Summer-Lyme" a- simple dignified, 
fineidndscape ; 'Pau T VMc^hkowitz's' 1 "Pr5r^'- 
trait ?lof Boy", rich in; -quality ; '•E'rnes't 
Lawsdm's "Coney Island" a live : presenta^ 
tion of a summer day; Ben-Ali Haggin's 
clever portrait of the dahseuse * "Rita" 
Saccheto", Lockwood De Forest's strong 
finely painted California Landscape "San 
Jacinto", Lydia Emmet's feeling por- 
trait of a boy, and Elliott C. Clark's 
good and true landscape, "Pines." 
South Gallery. 

The sculptures in the South or Sculp- 
ture Gallery, while interesting on the 
whole and with a few notable works, 
are not sufficiently impressive, it would 
seem, to have justified the devotion of 
so much space to them, with consequent 
lessening of the already too limited 
space for pictures. The sculptors will 
have to do better for the Spring Acad- 
emy to justify themselves. Jarrise 
Earle Fraser shows an impressive 
and graceful figure in "Melisande," 
and a sympathetic bust of young 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney. There 
are dignity, grace and rare senti- 
ment and feeling in Daniel Chester 
French's two; figure memorial group to 
Alice Freeman Palmer. Charles Grafly 
in "The Oarsman" shows a splendid an- 
atomically perfect study of an athlete. 
Anastasia St. L. Eberle's "Windy Door- 
step" lias already been praised in these 
columns and deservedly bore off the 
Sculpture prize. It is a spontaneous 
joyous faithful little work. Robert Ait- 
kin's bust of President Taft is faithful 
if not inspired. "The Scout," by Cyrus 
Dallin is a superior work, and Karl Bit- 
ter's large life size bas relief of Presi- 
dent Angell is one of his best produc- 
tions. His "Diana," strong and well mod- 
eled, complete the list of works most 
worthy of mention. ' Thus we take leave 
of the Winter Academy.

BECKWITH IN ROME. 

A cable from Rome states that J. 
Carroll Beckwith has met with much 
success in exhibiting his pictures at the 
Hotel Beausite, where he and his wife 
are temporarily living, but that several 
of his valuable paintings were badly in- 
jured when they were delivered in 
Rome. 

The artist was anxious to have his 
pictures arrive in Rome as soon as he 
got there, and had them shipped on the 
same steamer on which he sailed from 
New York. On arriving at Naples, 
they were shipped on the railway ^to 
Rome, and when they reached that city 
the artist found some of them were se- 
riously injured. The well known por- 
trait of his wife had one eye destroyed 
and the face damaged. 

The steamship company declined all 
responsibility in the matter, and when 
an appeal was made to the railway 
company they refused all redress and 
threatened to sue the artist and confis- 
cate all his pictures because he had 
shipped them as luggage instead of as 
freight, as the Italian railway rules re- 
quired. 

Mr. Beckwith has arranged to take 
the «studio formerly occupied by Ste- 
phen Parrish, in the Piazza di Spagna, 
and has enough work in prospect to 
keep him busy during his stay in Rome.

ACADEMY AGAIN THWARTED. 

Following a speech made by John 
W. Alexander, President of the Acad- 
emy of Design, at a dinner given in his 
honor at the Salmagundi Club last 
week, in which he intimated, but not 
for publication, that the site for a new 
and adequate building for the Academy 



had been decided upon and that the pro- j 
ject would soon take definite shape,! 
the N. Y. Sun, after the Art Nezvs had 
gone to press last Friday, published 
the story of the decision of President 
Alexander, the Academy Council and 
others to ask the City for permission 
to erect an Academy building on a 
strip of land on the west side of Bryant 
Park, running from 40 to 42 St., and 
about 75 or 80 feet in depth. 

This story rather surprised the New 
York art public who had not thought 
that the Academy, after the defeat it 
experienced, largely through the still 
unexplained opposition of the N. Y. 
Times in April, 1909, in its effort to 
secure permission to build on the site 
of the old Arsenal at Central Park and 
66 St., would again attempt to get any 
building in a city park. It was rather 
expected, as the Art News stated last 
week, that the site suggested by the 
New York Central Railroad Co., north 
of the new Grand Central Station, at 
Park Ave. and 49 St., which it was 
understood Mr. George Vanderbilt 
would aid in securing, and to which 
' he would give a large donation, would 
be favored by the Academy. 

What might have been expected, but 
seemingly was not; by the Academy of- 
ficials happened, and. at once. The N. Y. 
Times, which apparently can find no rea- 
son for the Academy's existence, again 
swung its axe, and was followed by the 
World. This opposition of the Times, in 
particular, to the Academy's having any 
space irr any city park, for some un- 
known reason, fqrjio SjpeciaT pleading 
for park preservation can expiain"~the 
attacks of the Times, upon and its atti- 
tude towards the Academy, has presum- 
ably already defeated the Bryant Park 
plan. It has, as it were, "Died a- 
bornin'." ' 

It all seems a pity, and is a convincing 
evidence of the provinciality of New 
York and especially of its attitude 
towards art. It is useless to rehearse the 
arguments put forth by the Academy a 
year and a half ago as to its claim upon 
New York and its people, and indeed on 
the whole country, as the organization 
which kept art alive and fostered its 
growth through dark, and dreary years, 
and which despite its faults and limita- 
tions, is still recognized as the leading art 
organization of the United States, and 
worse than useless to rehearse the argu- 
ments of the Times, which apparently 
feels it has a God given commission to 
protect the parks of New York from the 
threatened incursuions of our Academic 
Goths and Vandals. 

Thus is the Academy again thwarted, 
•as it might have expected it would be, 
in its plans for adequate galleries for 
New York. In this connection we would 
call attention to a letter written by Mr. 
Louis Ehrich at the time of the Central 
Park agitation and republished below. 
Might it not be possible for the Library 
Trustees to help the Academy out as 
Mr. Ehrich suggests, and would the 
Times oppose the building of an Academy 
galleries on ground already pre-empted 
by the Library, and unoccupied? 



WILL SET THE MARKET. 
The first picture sale of any importance , 
of the present art season will be that of j 
the collection of the late John H. Con- 
verse, of Philadelphia, to be dispersed at 
Mendelssohn Hall, on the evening of Jan: 
6, next. This sale has assumed in ad- 
vance unusual importance, and an im- 
portance that while it will be one of a 
number of modern foreign oils, it would 
not so assume in ordinary years. The 
reason is not difficult to find. Upon 
the atmosphere of the hall on the night 
of the sale, the presence or absence of 
dealers and collectors, who are or have 
been buyers at such sales of the class of 
pictures to be offered, and especially 
upon the prices obtained, the tone and' 
conditions of the picture -trade for the- 
next few months, can be to a large ex 
tent,^figured out. In.. other., words, if the 
prices obtained by Mr. Kirby at the 
Converse sale are even good, and if the 
Barbizons iii the sale are sustained, it 
is fairly safe to say that conditions, none 
too good of late, will improve. , If the 
reverse is the case, the outlook will be 
for low barometer and squally weather 
.up and down Fifth Ave. So Jan. 6 is 
already looked upon by dealers and col- 
lectors as an evening likely (to be fraught 
with hopeful presage or . Cimmerian 
1 doom. . 



is not an art museum, has the best repre- 
sentation of this early work that I can find. 
This collection is far more valuable for its 
American paintings than for the Corot and 
Troyon that you recently mentioned. 

Suppose some of the canvases were done 
in the style of 1850; what of it? In order 
to maintain the continuity of the develop- 
ment of painting, they should be preserved. 
I expected that the American Art News 
would raise its voice in defence of this col- 
lection, ignoring the unimportant pictures 
in order that the useful ones might remain. 
No one is more enthusiastic over the nine- 
teenth century revolution in painting than 
I am, but I have no desire to kick the men 
who carried the development along down- 
stairs simply because they did not antici- 
pate Manet and the New Movement. The 
ladder is not complete when the lower rungs 
are destroyed. 

With your conclusion that "freedom in 
making use of a bequest is almost as im- 
portant as the gift itself," I -am in entire . 
accord, and I wish the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum might pass a retroactive resolution to ; 
utilize all 'gifts according to its discretion.

Reserve an open space of 35 
feet, which for the library would be ample 
for .considerations for; light, and build the 
Natiojial Academy of Design on the remain- 
ing 80 feet, running straight through from 
Fortieth to Forty-second Street. Making 
this two- stories would- give 72,000 square 
feet of space. * * * It would put the building 
in' the very heart of the city, making it ac- 
cessible by subway,, elevated, street cars 
and stages. It would provide such a wealth 
of hanging space that, if desired, several ex- 
hibitions could be accommodated at the 
same time. It would not encroach on the 
park space any more than the present 
ground reserved. * * * Both as educating 
the public and as leading to art patronage, 
the essential thing is to have such an exhi- 
bition building where it can be readily and 
inexpensively reached by classes, where the 
light, shall be good, and where space is abun- 
dant..

JOHN LA FARGE'S WILL. 

The will of the late John La Farge was 
opened in the Probate Court, at Newport, 
Tuesday last. It was drawn by the testa- 
tor himself, and dated' New York, April 
23, 1910. v A 

None of the members o f f the artist's fam- 
ily is mentioned in the will ; there is no 
intimation whatever of the size of his es- 
tate; nor does he leave any specific bequest. 
Grace E. Barnes of Larchmont, N. Y., who 
has been the artist's secretary for several 
years, is named as executrix, with the re- 
quest that she be not required to furnish 
bonds. Practically the entire distribution of 
the estate is left to the judgment of the 
executrix. 

The will provides that all drawings of the 
testator be offered to' the Metropolitan, Car- 
negie, Worcester, and Seattle Museums for . 
a sum to be determined by the executrix, 
and, if the offers are not accepted by the 
museums named, th»e drawings are to be 
sold at auction. The paintings of the artist 
are to be disposed of in the same manner, 
with the exception that private sale is. pro- 
vided instead of auction irt the _event that 
the museums do not care to purchase the 
paintings at the prices named by the execu- 
trix. '. ":.'.'" ' : ',''■"-'' 

The books, studio effects, and all 'other 
articles of personal property belonging to 
the testator are to be disposed of by the ex- 
ecutrix in the most advantageous manner, 
and the proceeds deducted from: such sales 
are to be distributed by her among certain 
persons named in a separate paper. Pro- 
vision is made that the royalties from the 
books of the testator shall be paid to the 
executrix, who is to continue their publi- 
cation. All letters are to be looked over by 
the executrix, who is empowered to destroy 
them or dispose of them in any way she 
sees fit. 

The testator expressed the wish that all 
expenses of his interment, the building of 
a tomb, and his debts, be paid from the 
proceeds of the sale of his various effects, 
the remainder to be distributed among such 
museums and other public institutions as 
his executrix may designate and concludes: 

"I wish to be buried in Woodlawn Cem- 
etery, in the manner described and known 
to my executrix and A. W. Aki." 

Aki was the Japanese servant. 



Poor in American Art.

New York is" pitifully poor in collections 
of American paintings. The collection at 
the Metropolitan Museum is simply ridicu- 
lous, and that, I understand, was accepted 
under conditions similar to those attached 
to the Stuart collection.

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Dec. 21, 1910. 

I am able to announce that an im- 
portant masterpiece will leave London 
for New York this week. This is the 
exquisite painting known as "A Lady 
Weighing Pearls/' shown at Messrs. P. 
and D. Colnaghi's galleries in Pall Mall 
East. I have already stated in a previ- 
ous letter how this masterpiece by Ver- 
meer of Delft after being lost sight of 
for half a century was discovered this 
summer by Dr. Hofsted.de Groot, and 
I now learn that after leaving Messrs. 
P. and D. Colnaghi it will be shown at 
Messrs. Knoedler's galleries 'in- New 
York. It is a very typical Vermeer of 
the finest quality, and many regrets are 
expressed that we could not retain the 
work in England for our own National 
Gallery. 

The Department of Prints and Draw 7 
ings at the British Museum has recent- 
ly been enriched by a bequest of eleven 
drawings by Rossetti from the. collect 
tion of the late Col. Wrh.- Jas; Gillum. 
The drawings will shortly be on exhi- 
bition at the British Museum in the 
gallery where the Salting drawings are 
now on view. 

The most notable recent sale at 
Christie's was that of "A River Scene," 
by J. van Ruysdael for which 2,250 
guineas were paid. Other prices were 
640 guineas for "A Village Wedding," 
by Jan ; Steen, and 540 guineas for G. 
Brekelenkam's "The Interior of an 
Apartment." A woody road scene by 
P. Nasmyth made 430 guineas and "A 
View of the Valkenhof at Nimeguen" by 
J. vanGoven made 420 guineas. 

King George has just granted a War- 
rant of Appointment to Mr. W. M. 
• Power, the well known picture restorer 
and frame specialist, of the Victoria 
Gallery, Victoria St., S. W. Mr. Power 
also holds Warrants from Queen Alex- 
andra and King Edward VII. 

The current exhibition at Messrs. 
Obach's galleries (168 New Bond St.) 
of original prints by old masters is es- 
pecially rich in Durer engravings and 
etchings by Rembrandt, both masters 
being represented by fine impressions 
of some of their best plates. Vandyck, 
Adrian van Ostade, F. Bol and Lucas 
Cranach, among others,- are also well 
^represented here. 

The Annual Salon of Original Etch- 
ings in Color now open at the McLean 
Gallery (7 Haymarket) includes a num- 
ber of exhibits notable for their rich 
•color and decorative design. Among 
the more notable are the strong winter 
•effect, "Snow at Amsterdam," by Henri 
Cassiers, M. Manuel Robbe's expres- 
sive figure study "At the Dressing 
Table," and M. J. F. RafTaelli's sensitive 
and refined "Gardens of the Tuileries." 

W. L. Bruckman, the Anglo-Dutch 
artist whose watercolors of "Old World 
Towns" are now on view at the Dowd- 
eswell Galleries (160 New Bond St.) 
has a nice sense of arrangement and is 
successful in giving decorative value to 
the- scenes he, interprets. Fis.use of 
deep body color on tinted paper often 
gives his watercolors the appearance of 
pastels, a tendency to be guarded 
against, but although inclined to elab- 
orate, Mr. Bruckman well understands 
how to concentrate interest, and vigor- 
ously drawn outlines give unity to his 
work. 

Alexander Jamieson's numerous ad- 
mirers will be glad to hear that he has 
been given an important commission 
. by the Earl of Ellesmere, namely to 
paint a series of decorative panels, il- 
lustrative of the Arts and Virtues, for 
the famous Central Hall of Bridgewater 
House. 



A varied and attractive Christmas 
exhibition at the Baillie Gallery (13 
Bruton bi., .bond St.) includes a col- 
lection of expressive studies of animals 
painted on silk by Prof. Unno Bisei of 
Tokio, delicate illuminations by Miss 
Jessie Bayes, and quaintly decorative 
illustrations, often recalling Rowland- 
son, to Stevenson's "Virginibus Puer- 
isque" by Norman Wilkinson.

Three beautiful fans in sculptured 
pearl, paper knives and boxes are by 
George Bastard. Loys Brachet, 
among other articles shows two orginal 
leaded glass windows in color. Raymond 
Bigot exhibits several pieces of beautiful 
sculptured wood and water color designs. 
Repousse leather work in cushions, 
boxes and paper cutters are by Mile. 
Marguerite de Felice 

Sculptured articles in horn and wood 
are by Mile O'Kin and decorative art 
silverware* in beautiful designs is shown 
by Margaret Rene-Jean. Among the 
paintings, perhaps the most interesting 
are those by Harry Van der Weyden and 
Pierre Waidmann. Georges Le Meilleur 
shows a series of etchings and drawings 
and one has been bought by the Govern- 
ment. 



An attractive little exhibition of works 
in black and white by Gustave Briegand 
is now on at the Tooth Galleries. He is 
an excellent draughtsman and has a keen 
appreciation of beauty of form and line. 
The little color introduced gives fine qual- 
ity of tone. A series of portraits show 
a master hand, and there are some supe- 
rior nudes. The best portraits are those 
of Mme. la Comtesse de S." and Mile. 
D." both delicate and simple. "Le Petit 
Pecheur" from the last Salon, is a sil- 
houette against a light backgroud. 

The twenty-eighth annual exposition 
of the Societe Internationale de Pein- 
ture et Sculpture is now on at the Gal- 
leries Petit, but since the resignation of 
Tanner, Miller and Friesecke there is 
a distinct let down in quality, and were 
it not for MacCameron, Laparra, Calbet 
Pages and one or two others, the show 
would lack any especial interest. Alex- 
ander Harrison has failed to send any- 
thing worthy, Lionel Walden, out of 
four examples, has one of interest. The 
others, like the majority of canvases 
shown, are mediocre. 

The only important picture in the ex- 
hibition is MacCamerons "L'Enfant Ma- 
lade" painted in his usual manner, but 
the subject this time not quite so grue- 
some as usual. Antoine Calbet shows 
four numbers, two of which are beautiful 
nudes, fine in color. 

The exhibition of Millet's "Angelus" 
in the Chauchard collection at the Louere 
has aroused curiously enough a storm of 
adverse criticisms of the canvas. Writers 
try to prove the picture unworthy of its 
fame. The depreciation of the picture 
has become a kind of rage. It is declared 
to be one of the least meritorious of all 
the artist's work. 

Henri Rochefort is responsible for the 
circulation of the story to the effect that 
it was. ruined when restored by a young 
artist employed soon after he had paid 
$170,000 for it in America. 

"A crack across the middle of the pic- 
ture was absolutely filled up," says M. 
Rouchefort. Experts attached to the 
Louvre, however, assert that M. Rouche- 
fort's statement is pure nonsense, with- 
out any foundation in fact. 

There has been a split among the hu- 
morists, so thlat this season is to be 
marked by two Salons des Humoristes 
instead of one. As usual the seceders 
are described as a strong body of artists. 

The annual exhibition of the group of 
painters who dedicate themselves to "La 
Comedie Humaine" is open at the Georges 
Petit Gallery with upward of three hundred 
numbers. Says C. I. B. in the Tribune: "In 
borrowing their title from Balzac the 
painters pledge themselves to efforts of psy- 
chological analysis in caricature difficult to 
live up to, but the results this year are 
creditable and amusing. There are bold 
and rough yet truthful sketches of the 
manners and customs of contemporary 
Paris that can scarcely fail to be of great 
value to future historians. Jean Veber's 
best exhibit is his water color of the fa- 
mous scene in the Chamber of Deputies on 
October 29, when Prime Minister Briand 
stood at bay on the tribune, while a score 
of furious socialists shook their fists at him 
and threatened his life." 

Andre Devambez sends a dozen police 
episodes, including arrests of pickpockets 
and hunts after ''apaches." Guillaume's se- 
ries of colored sketches of characteristic 
scenes at theatres, balls, dinner parties, 
amateur concerts, "puzzle" entertainments 
and "bridge teas" are brimful of accurate, 
satirical observations of smart society. Ta- 
quoy devotes his energies to depicting with 
deft realism boxing and wrestling matches 
and prize fights. Steinlen presents groups 
of "women of the people." Israel's "Vag- 
abonds" have grim, weatherbeaten faces. 
Cappiello's Pierrots, Harlequins and Colum- 
bines are replete with wayward grace and 
perversity. Sem's Parisian silhouettes are 
satirical portraits of prominent men and 
women. Abel Faivre has a delightful pro- 
cession of young girls with winsome fea- 
tures, while gruesome satire appears in 
every line of his terrible old lady with a 
pearl necklace.

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



Muller-Ury's Portraits. 

At the Knoedler Galleries, No. 355 
Fifth Ave., A. Muller-Ury is now show- 
ing some recent portraits. These include 
a three-quarter length seated presentment 
of Mr. J. J. Hill, a portrait of a child, 
Count Seilern ; a fancy full length kneel- 
ing figure of a Nun, entitled "The An- 
gelus;" a three-quarter length standing 
portrait of Mr. Lewis Nixon; an oval 
bust portrait of Cardinal Merry del Val; 
a full length standing portrait of Miss 
Marion Hopkins; an oval bust of Mrs. 
Charles Childs, and a three-quarter length 
seated portrait of Kaiser Wilhelm, in his 
uniform of the Black Hussars. 

The best of the portraits is the oval of 
Cardinal del Val— a striking and faith- 
ful likeness and well modeled. The Kai- 
ser's portrait has good painting of de- 
tails, and the. head is well posed and mod- 
eled. A good likeness is that of Mrs. 
Childs. The portraits of Messrs. Hill 
and Nixon are rather perfunctory. The 
artist has much sympathy with child- 
hood, and his two childrens' portraits are 
sweet in expression and good pieces of 
characterization. 



Butler at Century Club. 

Howard Russell Butler is showing 
over seventy canvases at the Century 
Club. These include several works, 
familiar as having been seen at the larger 
routine exhibitions, and some new pic- 
tures. The display, as a whole, which 
includes landscapes, portraits and mar- 
ines, well evidences the painter's versatil- 
ity. It has the general effect of fine and 
true color, spontaneousness and joyous 
atmosphere. The strongest marine is the 
large "Tumultuous Sea," with fine action, 
true wave forms and splendid light. Near 
it hangs a California sunset — very fine 
in color and good in feeling. 

The full length outdoor portraits of 
young women in summer costume, shown 
at recent Academy exhibitions, are nota- 
ble for good drawing, graceful pose, sun- 
lit ( joyous atmosphere and good expres- 
sion. In landscape Mr. Butler evinces 
tender sympathy with Nature's varying 
moods, and a rare sense of color. Few 
better "one man" shows have been seen 
in many a day in New York. 

BOSTON, MASS. 

A private view of the memorial ex- 
hibition of works by John La Farge was 
given in the Museum last Tuesday, and 
the display was opened to the public on 
Wednesday. The examples shown are 
oils, water colors, drawings and stained 
glass, and are displayed in the east gal- 
lery. The scope of the exhibition is 
chiefly local as many of the most im- 
portant works of La Farge are owned 
by Boston collectors, although a large 
number of his interesting works are 
owned by the estate, in New York, which 
promised to loan them for this exhibi- 
tion. Major Henry Lee Higginson, of 
Boston contributed a group from his 
private collection of 30 pieces, consisting 
of watercolors and oils. 

Dr. W. Sturgis Bigelow, Mrs. J. Mont- 
gomery sears, Mrs. Samuel D. Warren, 
Mrs. S. Parkman Blake, Washington B. 
Thomas Thorton . K. Lothrop, Mrs. 
Daniel Merriman, and Miss Mary L. 
Ware also loaned pictures. A fine ex- 
ample of Mr. La Farge's work in glass, 
a large window with a mother and child 
subject, lent by Mr. Thomas, is shown 
at the east end of the long corridor, 
where it 'has proper lighting. The more 
important water colors include studies 
for decorative works, such as the full- 
length study for the Prophet Isaiah in 
Trinity Church, which is lent by Charles 
Coolidge. The Samoan group of water 
colors are well represented, and also the 
artist's famous flower paintings. His 
early landscape, "Paradise Valley," which 
belongs to Thornton K. Lothrop, is an- 
other of the important exhibits. There 
is no catalogue, but each work is labeled. 
Wilton Lockwood's portrait of La Farge 
is exhibited in the gallery adjoining the 
East Gallery. At first it was intended by 
the management of the Museum to hold 
the La Farge .and Winslow Homer mem- 
orial exhibition simutaneously ; but it has 
been -determined that it was better policy 
to hold the La Farge exhibition first, and 
to follow it up immediately afterward by 
the Homer exhibition. The Homer exhi- 
bition will therefore probably be opened 
some time in January. 

The customs authorities here 'believe 
that a picture, recently imported by 
Koopman & Co., the art dealers, and 
which was bought by Mr. E. Koopman 
of the house last summer in a remote 
place in Europe for about $40, is the 
missing work of Van Dyck, stolen from 
a private gallery in Berlin last year. 
Information was sent by the German 
Government to Washington regarding 
the picture, and the collectors of the 
larger ports have been on the alert to 
discover it. The picture is held by the 
collector, pending instructions from the 
Treasury Department. 



BERKELEY (CAL.) 

At the Orpheum there are now good 
examples from the collection of James D. 
Hahn, in which there are two examples 
of Xavier Martinez. Guiseppe Cadenasso 
has a charming bit from a corner of 
Golden Gate Park. There is a large can- 
vas, "Vernal Falls," by Tom Hill; a pas- 
toral scene, "Peace," by William Keith, 
<and a typical moonlight scene of a Mon- 
terey adobe, by Charles Rollo Peters.

Western artists are well represented 
at the Herron Art Institute. Among 
! those exhibiting are Henry S. Hubbell, 
] who shows "Caprice" and "By the Win- 
dow;" William Wendt has the "Ar-

large decorative panel, "The Stream of 
the Ancient Arrow Maker," depicting 
the Mississippi River. Oliver Dennett 
Grover, formerly of Chicago, who now 
lives in Florence, Italy, has four Italian 
scenes, "Sails, iPalestrina," "Fisher- 
man's Island," "Lake Maggiore," and 
"Locarno, Lake Maggiore."

LESLIE WARD PICTURE SALE. 

The modern pictures owned: by the 
late Dr. Leslie Ward, of Newark, N. J., 
as announced in the Art News some 
weeks ago, will be sold January 13, 
,by Mr. Thos. E. Kirby, of the American 
Art Association, at Mendelssohn Hall, 
after exhibition at the Galleries, No. 6 
East 23 St., January 13. 

The collection, formed during the past 
ten or fifteen years by Dr. Ward, is made 
up for the most part of examples of the 
Barbizon and modern French painters 
and the modern Dutchmen. It contains 
a few fine examples and many of good 
quality. The Barbizons include three fine 
Corots "la Chauf^ere-Normandy", from 
•the de Knyff collection; "Clairiere", 
from the Villard collection, and "Road in 
Forest- Ville d'Avray", from . the collec- 
tion of the Due de Noibonne-Pelet. 
There are two Diazes, "Fagot Gatherers" 
and "Fontainbleau", two good Jules 
Dupres, and Troyon's "White and Red 
Cow", shown at the Centennial of Mod- 
ern French Art in Paris from the collec- 
tion of M. Voquelin, and othed examples; 
two Daubignys, one "The Pack Donkey", 
-an unusual subject. : 

There are three superior Schreyers, 
"L'Abreuvoir," "Arab Chief" and "Ara- 
bian Cavalry Charge", all from noted 
collections, several fine Van Marckes, 
mostly from the Dr. Ward collection, 
some Fromentins, a Rosa Bonheur, an 
Isabey, and good examples of Rico, Ziem, 
Thaulow, Jules Breton, Clays and Bou- 
gereau, also of Gerome, Vibert, Harpig- 
nies, Detaille and Dieterle. 

But the clou of the collection to many 
will be 'the splendid Israels "Le Vieux 
Scribe", which when shown at Scott and 
Fowles Galleries last winter was de- 
scribed in the Art News as a modern 
Rembrandt.
